ſurlily, which put Vaxres into a 
paſſion , and which came to be fo

I have ſeenx 
grrat Conteſt upon this account, 
etween ſome preat Officers; one 
party pretending that only the 
Gariſon was obliged to it, the other 
that no body was exempted from 
itz but it was decided that an 
tire Company Quartering in a Ga 
riſon'd«Town, could not be diſpes 
ſed from it, and that, if the Re 


cruits were not obliged to the ſame, 


it was becauſe there ſeldom mar- 
ched any. Quarter-Maſter or Ser- 
jeant with them; and if there dig, 
they had buſineſs enough upon 
their hands to look after the 
Soldiers, to hinder them from 
running from their Colours. It 
was alſo added, that the Governour 
had power, if he pleaſed, to make 
all Recruits come tor Orders, which 
was agreed to, by every body : fo 
that to ſhew one knows what one

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isto do, I ſhould adviſe every Of 
cer to ſend to hina for Orders. 

If in a Gariſon there happens to 
be a Lieutenant Genera], or a Mar- - 
ſhal de Camp; then an Officer is 
not.to go to the Governour for 
Orders ; for that would make him 
be laught at, and thought not to- 
underſtand his buſineſs. . The Ge- 
neral Officer commands, wherever 
he-happens to be. This is a thing- 
palt- diſpute, and. which I have 
ken praftiſed upon ſeveral occa- 
fions.

- The reaſon is becauſe a 
Governour or a Lieutenant of the 
Kings repreſents the Kings Perſon 
throughout his whole Governmenr, 
wherefore it -is-vety unfit, where 
the King is preſent, or he who re- 
preſents him, that any other ſhould 
pretend to-command.

Of the- Authority of the Commiſſas 
ries over the Forces. 


He Office of the Com- 
miſſary is not only to 
Muſter the Forces, but the Com- 
miſſaries alſo take Cognizance of 
their Quarters, Forages, and. of 
al diforders which happen in 
their March ; but notwithſtand-- 
ivg their power, an Officer who 
intends to do his Duty as he 
wughr, is not to apply himſelf 
to make Court to them, there 
being none but thoſe who en- 
leavor to make unlawful advan- 
 P. ages who have need to do it; 
'/ Fur he. ought not on the con- 
rary to be wanting in civility 
6 them, but ſhew a reſpect for 
Oo _ them; 


Ez 3 & + & Hoa 
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chem ; the king 2 choſen 
them---to.. {ee---that--- -one 
acquit himſelf of his Duty, it 
would be © to- ſhew very little 
ſubmiſſion to the. orders of his 
Prince , to deſpiſe . thoſe - wbom 
he honours with his choice; he 
ought not therefore ta 'make apy 
refle&ion upon their Birth, which 
would often incline us to make. 
litcle Accompt of them , but up. 
on their CharaQer which requires 
us to have ſome conſideration 
for them.

tering of his Troop, or for any 
other reaſon I will not determine z 
the Officers are to have a reſpe&t 
for the Commilſlaries, much more 
ought the Commilſlares to have 
ſo for the Officers 3 
ought not to take upon them, 
becauſe they have a power of 
obliging them ; for they cannot 
do a pleaſure to any body with- 
out being guilty of a breach 'of 
their own Duty, for which their 
Lives are anſwerable; but as 
there are many of theſe who 
forget themſelves ſo much, as to 
think themſelves much greater 
than they are; fo I wel con- 
fels, there are many Officers who. 
uſe them ſo ill, that they bring 
into great trouble 
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ples of this kind, of which I 
thall relate thoſe which I can 
remember ; after which , I ſhall 
ſhew what power they have 
which cannot be diſputed with 
them. Sr. Simon, a Colonel of 
Horſe of whom I formerly ſpoke, 
" being in Garifon at Ah , and 
going to the Magazine of Hay, 
upon the complaint which his Re- 
giment had made to him, that 
the Hay was not good , ſtruck 
the Store-keeper ſeveral blows 
with his Cane, which occaſioned 
fome diſturbance, and immedi- 
ately a Commiſlary call'd 4» 


Chaunoi, came up, and having 


checkr St. Simon for his paſſion; 
St. Simon anſwered him , that 
Thieves always took part with 
their fellows, and therefore he 
did not wonder that he took the 
;Store-keepers part; du Chaunoi 


was concerned at_ theſe words; 


and

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and ſaying, he would write word 
of it to Monſieur de Lovers; St. 
Simon  continued-. his abuſes, and 


was lifting up his. hand to flrike 


at him, which forc'd 4s Chaunoz 
to-go home, whither he was no 
ſooner come, but he wrote word 
of it to Monſieur de Lowers, 
who not approving of theſe pro- 
ceedings; ſent order that Sr. S/- 
mon ſhould keep. Priſon for a 


Fortnight; afrer which, the Go- 


vernor of the place was enjoin- 
ed to aſſemble all the chief 
Officers of the Gariſon together, 
before whom St. Simon was or- 
dered to ask pardon of the 
Commiſſary ; this was fet down 
in expreſs terms in the order, and 
St. Simon notwithſtanding his 
high Spirit was forc'd to obey : 
one cannot take roo much care 
to avoid having any diſpute wirlh 
thoſe ſort of People ; for if a 
. O 3 Man 
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Man deſpiſes them , he is forc'd 
atrerwards to: ſhew them a re- 
ſpet, and ſometimes worſe hap- 
pens : and I have ſeen Officers of 
great deſert and long ſervice in 


danger of being caſhier'd , for 


. having uſed them otherwiſe than 
he oughr ro have done. St. An- 
#re a Brigadier of Foot, and 


Lieutenant Colonel of the Re- 


giment of Saux and a Man of Cou- 
rage, but whoſe paſſion had ve. 
ry much prejudiced him in the 
making of his Fortune, cudgeld 
a - Commiſſary , becauſe having 
teen him at Perpinian , he did not- 
withſtanding go and Muſter his 
Regiment that was Quarter'd 
thereabout , withour givipg him 
notice of it: St. Andre was ful. 
pended for this, and if he had 
not had a preat many Friends 
who begg'd for him , and plea- 
ded his long ſervice, he had 
beeh 
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been . caſhier'd without mercy; 
there. is 'nothing ſo dangerous as 
this ſort of violence, Wiſe men 
abſtain - from: ufing' it, not only 
towards the ' Comiſſaries, bur 
cowards the meaneft Perſons what- 
ſacver.- The Marſhal de /a Ferte, 
who was always of an imperious 
humor , once' acknowledged this 
fault in himſelf very pentelcly z he 
then commanded the Kings Army 
jointly with Monſicur de Terexc , 
ſo that there being ſome jealouſte 


7 berween them, he hapned one 

day 'to ſtrike one of the Guards 
5 | of that Prince, whether to' diſ. 
” Þ charge his Choller , or finding 
4 him in a' fault I cannot tell : 


the Guard immediately went to. 
his Maſtcr , exagyeraring to. him + 
this: Aion -- of the Marſhal, 

to. inſpire him with the thoughts 
of taking revenge upon him 3 bur 
Monſieur T»reme far from entring 
| O 4 int » 
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into any paſſion; told him, that 
- certainly he, had much provoked 
the Marſhal, ſince he had uſed 
him as he had done; and «calling 
at the fame time; the Captain . 
his Guards, | he ordered him to 
go with him to the Marſhal / 
Farte, and to pur him- into his 
hands, to diſpoſe of him as he 
pleaſed : Monſieur de 4 Ferte , 
who expedted that this Prince 
would have made another ſort of 
reſentment of it , was extremely 
ww ok with this moderation; 
and beginning to refle&t upon his 
own paſlion, conteſt openly 
to thoſe who were with him, 
that Monſieur de Turteze would 
always be as wiſe as he was 
mad; he could not in my opi- 
nion better ſhew the concern he 
had for it, and indeed when we 
have hapned to do an Adtion, 
that we ought not to haye done it, 

ſeems 
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ſeems to me that there needs no 
other but our ſelves ro condemn 
us, if we make the leaſt refle&tion 
upon our Actions. 


But to come back to the 
power of the Commiſlaries, it 
Is. certain they have an abſolute 
power over all Quarters of Sol- 
diers, either in relation to the 
Officers, or to the Mayors and 
chief Magiſtrates of the Town. 
Ic belongs alſo to them, to ſee 
that the firſt commit no . vio- 
lences, and that the laſt be nor 
partial in exempting their Friends 
and Kindred ; as to the firſt, 
they may | give them Billets to 
Quarter in the houſes of, any of 
the Inhabitants, and theſe Billers 
are as good as if they had been 
given out by the Officers of the 
Town. The Officers - of the

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power in this,burt the Officers of the 
Towns are very unwilling ro- do 
it, becauſe it diminiſhes very 
much their power, but nothing 
is more ſure than that the. Com- 
miſlaries have this power; and I 
have ſeen a thing happen here- 
upon which ſhews it plainly, the 
Regiment of Al/atia was there 
in Gariſon, and the Officers of 
the Town having exempted from 
Quarters - the Brother-in-law of 
an Alderman who was liable to 
them 3 the Commiſlary ſent a 
Captain to Lodge at . his houſe, 
and pave him a Billet for the 
fame ; there aroſe upon this a 
gteat conteſt berween the Cap. 
rin and the Brother-n-law of 
the Alderman; the Captain en- 
deavouring to Lodge there by 
force, the other ſhut the door 
againſt him, fo that the Cap- 
tain was going to break it open, 

rs upon 
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upon which 'the Neighbours wertc 
immediately to pive” notice tb. 
the” Officers of the Town of 


what was doing , who came 


without delay upon the. place, 
but: they inſtead of appeaſing the 
Tumult , raifed the People  a- 
gainſt the Soldiers, 'many being 
wounded on both ſides, ar 
length the Soldiers got the. mal- 
tery.; but not being contented 
with - this ' alone, ' and expett- 
ing a greater fatisfa&ion , - they 
ſent to Court an Information of 
what had hapned; and the King 
being . informed of it, the Otfh- 
cers- of the Town - were turned 


out, and others pur in their pla- 
ces: ' The Cognizance of all a- 


buſes committed by Mayors and 
other chief Officers, in relation 


to Quarters belongs to the Com- 


miſlary alone ; as tor the Officers 
of the Army, they ought not to

[they know that- the Kkinſmen 
and friends of the Officers of 
the Town are favoured: By the 
Kings Ordinances - there ought 
none to be freed in-a Town. from 
Quartering, but the: Lieutenanr 
General the Kings Attorney, | and 
Gentlemen ufing the profeſſion 
of Arms; for a Gentleman. who 
is a Lawyer, is as ſubjet ..to 
Quartering as any- other. Inhabi- 
tant of the Town.

The Commiſſaries have alſo 
a great power in relation to Fo- 
rage, as well for the diſtribu- 
.tion of it; as for the redrefling 
of the complaints which are made 
againſt the Store-keepers 3 it is 
their Duty alſo to haye an Eye 
over them, that the Forage be 
of the weight and qualicy which 
s required, and. that they com- 
mit 
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mit - no- knavery in - their Offi 
ces3:. tt is. Death for a Store- 
keeper" to..be found Guilty, and 


oftentimes the Commiſlary. is 
made reſponſible for what he does, 


he being preſumed to be: of in- 
telligenee with him: In'the year 
1674. as-I 'remember- the Store- 
keeper of Joeinville was hang'd, 
he being :convieted of deliverin 
out Forage, which was fpoil 


and of- leſs weight than -it -ought 


to -have been; the ſame thing 
had like. to have hapned to a 
Commiſlary in - the year 1676. 


who was accuſed of holding in- 


telligence with the Store-keeper 
of rk , and although he 


had - many friends, yet he was 


diſcharged from his Office ; all 
the Commiſlaries generally ſpeak- 
ing, do now behave themſelves 


well in their Office, but as there 


may be ſome amongſt them who 
are
